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30 Swatow and the East River area is garrisoned by the 63, 64, and 65 Divisions, 
21. Army, 3 Field Army, and the 121, 122, and 123 Divisions, 41 Army, 
4 Field Army. The 21 Army has been reinforced recently by a Peiping 
branch column (sic) of about 4,500 men. 


4, The 27 Army, 3 Field Army, is depleyed along the Canton-Hankow Railroad, 
including the Shench'uan (114-08, 22=32) section. It is also garrisoning 
Bocca Tigris and Tungkuan (113-46, 23-02). 


5. Elements of the 43 Arny, 4 Field Army, are still in Hainan. While most of 
the units of the 43 Army are in Kwangel and southwest Kwangtung, there are 
some @lements in Canton and Tungkuan.* 


6. The Kwangtung~Kwangal Colum is garrisoning Chungshan (113~36, 22~22) and 
Paoan (113-56, 22-32). |
